LONDON .NOT. IN MIDDLESEX. 
The pdsition of Middlesex among cousities 
: may be even now illustrated by o reference 
> to its -shvievalty. Henry .I. granted tho 
county. of--Middlesex to the City of London 
to farm. ‘The city, that is, received from the 
King'Tearve to, gather: the county rovenues, 
and,.as a matter of necessity, had to appoint 
asheriff for thepurpose. There was probably 
a sheriff of London, before this, as,in a char- 
ter of later date, reviewing the -grant,. the 
citizens have a confirmation of their powers 
_ of appointing sheriffs both forcityand county. 
They aleo claimed and have occasionally 
exercised, wpower of dismissing an obnoxious 
or incompetent sheriff; and it would gcem ‘as 
if the sheriff, unlike the sheriff of an ordi- 
‘nary English or Irish county, waa in reality 
only the’ deputy or fdpresentutive -of, tha 
body of citizens as exercising in their cor- 
porate capacity tho office of sheriff.. If ‘we 
do not otistake, .he is néver addressed .as 
“high” and ia rather a“ sub.sheriff” 
than a “high-sheriff.” The “ Aigh Sheriff” 
of London is. the present representative 
of the ancient. Port-racve, namely, the Lord 
Mayor... Nor-do we properly hear of the 
county of tho City of London as we bear 
of the county of the city of. Bristol, or of | 
Norwich, or of Dublin. . London is not the 
county town of Middlesex. Thia honour may 
be said to belong to Brentford, where county: 
eloctions are ratified, and where the polling- 
place used ,to be. In fact, the anomalous 
condition. of Middlesex among English coun: 
ties may be proved by innuuorable examples ; 
and all, oru large majority of them, take 
. their rise in. the fact that, while other cour- 
ties, as Kent and Surray, bad ‘declined from 
being independent kingdoms, or, like Gloucer- 
-tershirg or Berkshire, had been séparated 
from larger divisions, Middlesex was not only 
very small, very thinly populated and over- 
shadowed hy the greatness of London; which 
dreary towards itself all scttlors, but . was 
also a kind of borderland betweon several 
quarrelsome neighbours: As tho’ country 
'Decame wore settled, the various tribes and 
kingdoms: which had fought over Middle- 
sex retired within their own boundaries, 
-; Basex drew back beyond the Lea; Wassex 
beyond the Coln ; and Middlesex—novoreil 
with wilil woods, the happy bunting-prounds 
of priests and burghers and kings—having, 
for want of people, little voice in its own go- 
vernment {ite soil owned by the great mer- 
chants or the rich monasteriea of London and 
the suburbs), finally, by the charter of. Henry 
L., lost, if it had ever enjoyed, its local in- 
dependence. All that the citizens stipulated 
to_pay_forthis great.gift was. the modest 4um 
of £3000 year, and they pay it still, .To show 
that our estimate of the: want of population 
in the outlying. parts of the country is not 
exaggerated, it is only.needful tu refer to the 
Domesday Survey. ‘There ta no atention of 
London.in this accouyt of Middlesex, ‘a cir- 
cuwstance. which. cannot surprise any one 
who rementbers that London is not in Middle- 
sex. There is no surrey of tha city, and, had 
‘one been required, it would no doubt have 
been wthing wholly apart. fromthe survey of 
-Middlesex.— Quarterly Rejiew.
